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One of the most fantastic races in automotive 
history started February 12, 1908, when one 
American and five foreign automobiles’ roared 
out of Times Square, New York City. Their goal? 
Paris, France, via Chicago, San Francisco, Al- 
aska, the ice of the Bering Straits, Siberia, 
Moscow and Berlin. On the. second day out, a 
fragile French car buckled in a snowdrift; weeks 
later, a second mired down for good in Iowa,and 
a third expired in Vladivostok, Siberia. Of the 
three remaining entries, the American car alone 
reached Alaska, where guffawing natives could 
not remember the Straits ever having been sol- 
idly frozen. With a 15-day bonus for effort,the 
American entry returned to Seattle and embarked 
for Asia. The others had bypassed Alaska.On July 
26 a German Protos reached Paris-- but a 15-day 
penalty for being shipped at one point by rail 
cost it victory. The American car shown above, 


a Thomas Flyer, pulled into Paris July 30, win- 
ner by 26 days’ driving time. The E. R. Thomas 
Motor Car Company that built the Flyer flour- 


ished in Buffalo from 1900 through 1912.

A. deal has been written about Mer- 


cers, and most of it is true. These phenominal 
automobiles have been the subject of controver- 
sy from the time they were first built--- that 
was in 1911. But then, most good things are the 
subject of controversy. 


Phenominal might sound like a strong word 
---agreed. But these cars were phenominal.In an 
address delivered before 125 members and guests 
of the Veteran Motor Car Club of America in New 
York City on October 8th, 1945, Mr. William A. 
Smith, who had formerly been the Vice-President 
and General Manager of the Mercer Automobile 
Company said, “At no time throughout Mercer’s 


history (1911 to 1921) until the Hare’s Motors

expansion (1922-1923) were more than 500 cars 
built in any one year. ‘‘Well, that is reasonable, 
for in those days no automobile manufacturer 
was building cars in the thousands (except Ford 
with the “tin Lizzie’’). 


However, there are 95 of those Mercers in 
existence today, by actual count. And all of the 
95 are in running condition. But that is not 
phenominal, for Mercer was a good car. What is 
rather remarkable, however, isthe fact that (to 
quote Mr. Smith again), “Throughout the _ years 
from 1911 to 1921 there were never more than 
100 to 150 raceabout models built and there was 
always a waiting list of prospective buyers 
from all over the United States.” 
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Well now, if Mr. Smith’s figures are cor- 
rect--- and after all, he was the Vice President 
and General Manager of the company, so he should 
know the whereabouts of which he was speaking-- 
then, the story begins to become phenominal, for 
after 33 years since the last raceabout was 
built there are still 52 raceabouts' in exist- 
ence, and running. More than one third of all 
the raceabouts ever built are still in exist- 
ence-- the prized possessions of their owners. 
Oh yes, we Know, there are a few--but striking- 
ly few, of questionable parentage. And those 
few have been assembled from genuine Mercer 
parts. The thing is, that the owners’ of these 
cars revere them so that they ferret our parts 
from one end of the United States to the other. 
Shall we quote? A chassis and body from Texas 
to California. Two chassis from Kansas to Wash- 
ington. An engine from California to Vermont. A 
car from New York to California. A car. from 
Washington to Illinois. A car from Montana to 
New Jersey. Acar from Illinois to California. 
Wheels from California to New Jersey.On and on, 
into the night.. And that’s not all..... ‘i 


For those statistical-minded persons: Of 
the 95 Mercers on record with Mercer Associates 
28 are the T-head models, 59 L-head models and 
eight 6-cylinder models. Twenty-two of the T- 
heads are raceabouts, and twenty-eight of the L- 
heads are raceabouts,while two of the sixes are 
raceabouts, a total of fifty-two raceabouts in 
all. The years with heaviest representation are 
1913 (11), 1920 (13, and 1922 (19). The years 
with the least cars still running are: 1910 (1) 
and that’s a rare one, 1918 (1)--the Kaiser, you 


know; and 1921 (1), the FIRST depression, for 
those that can remember. 
Now there were Nationals-- good cars; and 


Alcos, built of the finest--Loziers,really out- 
standing; and let’s see, one or two more, yes-- 
there was the, er, oh yes, Stutz. Now let’s see, 
Stutz was the “Car that made good in a day,” 
wasn’t it? Well, now leave us”- recapitulate--- 
there were (at the most) 150 of those Mercer 
raceabouts built from 1911 to 1923, and Stutz 
was built from 1914 to 1935. Now, how many. 
Stutzes did you say were still around? And, how 
many Nationals? And how many Alcos? And, how 
many Loziers? 


Just for the records, Also produced cars 
from 1909 to 1912, Lozier 1901 to 1916, National 
from 1900 to 1924, Stutz from 1914 to 1935, and 
another famous marque, Locomobile from 1899 to 
1929. And still, none of these famous, and cer- 
tainly outstanding makes, can claim such a her- 
itage-- not one of them can point to 95 “heirs” 
remaining to carry on the famous name. Actually 
being fundamentally realistic about the whole 





thing, it would be better for all old car col- 
lectors if there were more of these well built fam- 
ous automobiles in existence, for these are the 
cars that built America’s heritage.It certainly 
wasn’-t the Dorts, the Saxons, the Chandlers, and 
the Appersons. Nor was it the Haynes, the Flan- 
ders’, the Maxwells, nor the Moons. But then, 
all of these cars were part of the 2200 automo- 
biles that made up this mechanized, macadami zed, 
stop-lighted, free-wayed land of ours. 


Now, should there be some doubting Thomas 
(Flyers) left reading this, then let me quote 
from a long (too long to publish here) list of 
Mercer’s racing successes. First let me state 
that in racing competition Mercers were driven 
by Ralph dePalma, John dePalma, Barney Oldfield, 
Eddie Pullen, Joe Thomas, Spencer Wishart, and 
Hughie Hughes, to mention a few of the profes- 
sionals. 


In 1911 (the first race mentioned)Charlie 
Bigelow, in a Mercer Raceabout, won the Panama- 
Pacific Light Car Race at San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia. He covered the 98 miles in 102 minutes, 
54 seconds, an average speed of 58 miles per 
hour, without a stop for either tires or fuel. 


August 27th, 1911: Stock Mercer Raceabouts, 
checked in every detail by the AAA authorities, 
won first and second places in the only stock 
race for medium weight cars held during 1911. 
This race was for the Kane County Trophy and the 
road championship of America. The race was 170 
miles, and the first car covered the distance 
in 157 minutes 21 seconds, an average speed of 
64.61 miles per hour. The second car finished 2 
minutes 2 seconds later. On the following day 
the Mercer went out of its class to enter the 
Elgin National, which had a limit of 600 cubic 
inches piston displacement. TheMercerran third 
losing second place only by 11 seconds, beating 
such big cars as Alco, National,Lozier and Sinm- 
plex. (Stock Mercers were 298 cubic inches dis- 
placement. Ed. ) 


The list is long, authentic and verified. 
It includes 42 wins, 7 in 1911, 5 in 1912,15 in 
1913, 8 in 1914, 3 in 1915, 4 in 1916.These are 
only First Place, not seconds or thirds,of which 
there were many. 


At a later date, if the editors of this 
publication are indulgent, we shall further re- 
late the wondrous ventures of the fabulous Mer- 
cer. In October of 1948, Ken W. Purdy, then the 
editor of TRUE Magazine, said, ‘‘The hardest - to 
get American car today is no streamlined Detroit 
wonder wagon; it’s the Mercer Raceabout, made 
before World War I. Dumb luck may get you one 
of these New Jersey-built sports jobs, but mere 
money won’t.” The owners of Mercer Raceabouts 
still feel this way about their automobiles. 
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Snow and mud in 
winter, dust in sum - 
mer..Why not paint

id-June means only one thing to_ sports 
car enthusiasts the world over: LE MANS! 


The annual 24-hour Grand Prix d’ Endurance 
is unquestionably the world’s most’ searching 
trial of a driver and car, and it is most fit- 
ting that the event is staged at Le Mans. For 
this city,is, indeed,the cradle of French auto- 
mobilisnm. 


Le Mans was the home of the pioneer auto 


builders Amedee and Leon Bolee. And since 1899, 
when the Tour de France passed through the 


town, it has figured prominently in the history 
of motor racing. Le Mans was, in 1906, the site 
of the first French Grand Prix, replacing the 
series of international contests for the Gordon 
Bennett Cup.Of particular interest to Americans 
is the fact that it was at Le Mans,in 1921,that 
the United States secured its only victory in a 
major European race. Wilbur Wright, too, added 
to the lore of the ancient city (its Gothic 
cathedral dates from the llth century) when, dur- 
ing 1908, he demonstrated his flying machine in 
Europe for the first time. 


Le Mans is located 135 miles west, and 
slightly south, of Paris, and was a_ thriving 
Roman Outpost in the third century. Since that 
time it has been host tosuchpersons as William 
the Conqueror (who stormed the city four times 
before taking it) and Richard the Lion Hearted, 
(who was married at Le Mans, and then immediat- 
ely departed on a Crusade). But the town has 
secured its international reputation through the 
spectacle of Les Vingt-Quatre Heures du _ Mans, 
held annually (with the exception of the war- 
time period) since 1923. 


Le Mans’ first link with the _ horseless 
age was forged in 1842, when Ernest Bollee 
founded a company for the manufacture of agri- 
cultural machinery (including a few traction 
engines); the firm later became widely  recog- 
nized for their superior church bells. In 1844 
Amedee Bollee was born at Le Mans. 


In 1873 Amedee constructed his first steam 
powered behemoth, a five ton, 12 passenger ma- 
chine which performed so well it was christened 
“1’Obeissante’’(the obedient). This vehicle(still 
Preserved at the Museum of Arts and Crafts in 
Paris) incorporated anotable advance over steam 
carriages built earlier in the 19th century, for 
Bollee had succeeded in re-inventing the Acker- 
man steering system whereby each front’ wheel 
Pivots individually. Previous vehicles had used 
a single front wheel or turned the entire front 
axle in the manner of horse-drawn conveyances, 
their builders apparently being ignorant of the 
system conceived by George Lenskensperger, of 
Munich, and patented in England for him by Ru- 
dolph Ackerman in 1818. 
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Bollee’s first steam carriage also had in- 
dependent front suspension, and was,all in all, 
such a wonder that the French Academy of Science

went into raptures when the vehicle arrived in 
Paris during October of 1875. Bollee made the 
135 mile trip from Le Mans in only 18 hours, in- 
cluding stops for fuel and water. 


Amedee Bollee finished his second steam 
carriage, La Mancelle (the young lady of Le Mans) 
in 1878, andayear later he built a 28-ton mon- 
ster, the Mary-Anne, for the French army. After 
military maneuvers at Le Mans the latter ma- 
chine completed a 450 mile tour through France 
in 74 hours driving time. 


In 1880 Bollee completed what was perhaps 
his most successful vehicle, a steam omnibus 
weighing only three tons, capable of reaching 
28 m.p.h. Fifteen years later this machine conm- 
pleted in the Paris-Bordeaux - Paris race and 


might have won had not some wet rags’ wrapped 
around a bearing for cooling purposes’ become 
entangled in the gearing. 

Bollee had hoped to find a ready market 


for his steam carriages, and while he did suc- 
ceed in selling a small number, the project can- 
not be called a commercial success. His partic- 
ipation in the historic city-to-city races of 
the 90’s (sometimes at the tiller of a gasoline- 
powered machine of his own design) contributed 
greatly to the cause of the self-propelled ve- 
hicle, however; and until his death in 1916 he 


remained a leading figure on the French auto- 
motive scene. 
Amedee Bollee had three sons: Amedee Jr., 


Camille and Leon. The latter, although he died 
at the age of 43 in 1913, becameoneof the most 
successful French automobile manufacturers of 
the period. When a young man, Leon was inclined 
to be stout,and for exercise he took long rides 
on a pedal-tricycle. He overtaxed his heart do- 
ing this, however, and was forced to give it up. 
But reluctant to forego the pastime he had come 
to enjoy,he attempted to build and mount a gas- 
Ooline engine on his tricycle. The machine was 
too fragile to support the engine, though, and 
so Leon began to develop a lightweight vehicle 
of his own design. 


Thus Leon Bollee constructed the prototype 
of the three wheeled vehicle which in a short 
time became familiar on all the roads of Eur- 
ope. In 1896 Bollee sold the British rights to 
this novel machine to a financial syndicate 
headed by Harry J. Lawson, who was attempting to 
buy the British rights to every promising ve- 
hicle being manufactured, and some that were 
only a gleam in their inventor’s eye.Bollee re- 
ceived $100,000 for this transaction, and the 
car was ultimately manufactured in England un- 
der the name “Coventry Motette.”

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Leon Bollee entered three special double- 
engined Tricars (originally used in the _ 1896 
Paris-Marseille-Paris race) in the celebrated 


London-Brighton ‘‘emancipation run” promoted by 


Harry Lawson to demonstrate the qualities of 
the many vehicles for which he held the British 
manufacturing rights. Bollee and his’ brother 
Camille drove two of the fast, very noisy ma- 
chines, and reached Brighton more than an hour 
ahead of the other vehicles. 


In 1905 Leon Bollee received an addition- 
al $210,000 from Harry Lawson for the option to 
rights of a large, very silent car which was 
never manufactured by the British promoter. In- 
terestingly enough, Bollee was one of the very 
few individuals to derive anything from Law- 
son’s colossal promotions, and this despite the 
fact that he spoke no English! The money Bollee 
got from Lawson enabled him to expand his Le 
Mans factory, and the firm prospered for many 
years, until, finally, it was sold to the Eng- 
lish Morris Company in 1924.The old Bollee fac- 
tory buildings are still standing, however, and 
a more permanent memorialinthe form of a large 
statue of Leon Bollee stands in the center of 
Le M&ns. 


Just a few yards from the edge of the 
Mulsanne straight-- fastest part of the 24 hour 
race course-- there is a monument to Wilbur 
Wright which once inspired Gertrude Stein to 
write a typical Stein ‘“biography’’ of the pio- 
neer aeronaut. Wilbur Wright first visited 
France in 1907 in an attempt to sell his flying 
machine to the French government. He was so en- 
couraged by his reception that his brother, Or- 
ville, crated a “flyer” and brought it to 
France, but unfortunately their negotiations 
were unfruitful, and they returned to the Unit- 
ed States, leaving the crated aeroplane behind 
at Le Havre. 


Wilbur Wright returned to France in the 
spring of 1908, and immediately arranged to as- 
semble the crated biplane in the Bollee works 
at Le Mans. Leon Bollee was’ surprised by the 
crude Wright-built engine that powered the 
plane, and he made a number of suggestions for 
its improvement. Wright erected a hangar about 
two miles south of Le Mans, where the Cafe de 1’ 
Hippodrome now stands, and in June of 1908 he 
began flying. 


Most Europeans doubted that the Wrights 
had, indeed, flown at Kitty Hawk in 1903, and 
thousands of persons from throughout the _ Con- 
tinent and England visited Le Mans to see _ the 
flyer in action. Due to Bollee’s contributions 
the flights were eventually extended to periods 
exceeding two hours. Among the prominent pas- 
sengers who took to the air with Wright was 
Charles Rolls (first man to fly the English 
Channel both ways, non-stop), who was killed in

the crash of a Wright-type plane only two years 
later. 


The Gordon Bennett Cup races (initiated in 
1900 by the publisher of the New York HERALD) 
came into disfavor in France principally be- 
cause each competing nation was limited to an 
entry of only three cars. At that time France 
led the automobile world in volume and quality 
and they felt that they should be represented 
by more entries in a race of international in- 
portance. The 1905 Gordon Bennett race was run 
with the knowledge that it would be the last, and 
when the time came to choose a site forthe 1906 
Grand Prix de 1’ Automobile Club de France, the 
city of Le Mans was selected. 


A triangular 64-mile circuit was laid out 
east of the town, and such was’ the enthusiasm 
of the villages along the course that one (St. 
Calais) constructed a lengthly plank road to 
bypass its twisting streets. Huge grandstands 
were put up near Le Mans, a tunnel was dug un- 
der the road for the spectator’s use, the road 
around the entire course was fully tarred, and 
when June arrived the officials pronounced it a 
“veritable autodrome.’’ As with most of the ear- 
ly French races, the cars got underway at 6:00 
a.m. and because of its length (770 miles) the 
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Bollee Tricar, 1896.A_ tandem motor tricycle pat - 
ented by L and A. Bollee in 1896.It has asingle 
rear wheel and is steered by the two front 
wheels. A single cylinder horizontal air-cooled 
engine drives the rear wheel through a 3-speed 
gear and a flat belt.

On the long straightaways, the fastest 
cars reached 90 m.p.h. and the winner, Pierre 
Szisz on a Renault, was able to average a very 
creditable 63 m.p.h. for the entire distance. 
Szisz’ car (together with the Italian entries), 
was fitted with a notable innovation, the new 
Michelin demountable rims. These gave him a 
great advantage over cars not similarly equip- 
ped, for tire failures were rife during the 
second day of the race--- the road and the cor- 
ners especially being badly torn up by the 
speeding racing machines. 


Following their defeat by Mercedes in the 
1908 French Grand Prix at Dieppe, nearly all the 
French automobile manufacturers pledged them- 
selves to abandon racing, and it was not until 
1912 that a true “Grand Prix’? was again held. 
But in 1911 the Automobile Club de _ 1’Ouest at 
Le Mans (who celebrate their 50th anniversary 
next year) organized a race which attracted an 
important list of entrants, and which served to 
first demonstrate the qualities of Bugatti auto- 
mobiles. Bugatti entered a small car weighing 
Only 660 pounds, driven by Ernest Friderich, who 
spent most of his life working for “le Patron,” 
and who in later years managed the Bugatti 
agency at Nice. Race day was unbearably hot, and 
tires popped one after the other around the 33% 
mile circuit. But the lightweight Bugatti had 
few tire failures and was so easy to drive that 
at the end of the 405 mile race it had gained 
second place, being beaten only by a huge Sa- 
vannah type Fiat driven by Le Mans native, Vic- 
tor Hemery. 


The only automobile race in France during 
1920 was a Voiturette Grand Prix at _ Le Mans, 
held on a course which included part of 
the present 24-hour circuit. A Bugatti driven 
by Friderich won resoundingly. It is interesting 
to note that Bugatti’s entries were prewar type 
thirteen cars which had been hidden in Italy, 


and buried near the Bugatti factory in Alsace, 
during the war years. 
In 1921 the United States scored their 


only European Grand Prix victory on a 10.7 mile 
course identical with original (1923-28)Le Mans 
24-hour circuit. Jimmy Murphy’s winning Duesen- 
berg (one of the first racing cars to use four 
wheel hydraulic brakes)averaged 78.1 m.p.h.over 
the 322 mile race, and was followed over the 
finish line by Ralph dePalma on a Ballot. 


So Le Mans, in view of the foregoing, has 
well earned its present renowned position in 
the motor sporting world. And this’ rich back- 
ground serves to add an air of real importance 
to the carnival spirit that accompanies’ each 
Vingt-Quatre Heures du Man.

Nleted as the contests closed, and the trophies

Scoring used in the judging of cars’ was 
by a point system, the names of the owners of 
the cars being unknown. The scores were not ad- 
ded until judging was completed.It was felt Mr. 
Gordon English did avery impartial and highly 
technical job. 


The thirty-two automobiles, filled with 
the lovely costumed ladies and their escorts, 
were a beautiful and colorful sight to behold. 


At the close of the program, bronze 
plaques were awarded by Tourmaster Hiram C, 
Breffle to all cars completing the Run. None 
was penalized,none was late; every car earned a 
plaque. 


Shortly before the Denver-to-Brighton Run 
it was announced by President Arthur G. Rippey 
that, as a result of recent legislation, the 
membership will have distinctive and colorful 
Colorado license plates for their antique ve- 
hicles.

LICENSING

NEVADA SETS PRECEDENT 
IN ANTIQUE AUTO LICENSING 


The State of Nevada, aided and apnetted by 
enthusiastic and capable members of the Horseless 
Carriage Club of Nevada, has set something of a 
precedent in its method of licensing of antique 
automobiles. State Assembly Bill No. 310, signed 
by Governor Russell on March 24th last outlines 
specific requirements for the vehicles privel- 
eged to carry the special ‘“Horseless Carriage’”’ 
plates. 


Drafting of the bill called for careful 
planning and required many months of preliminary 
work. Many revisions were necessary before the 
bill reached the final form and was then intro- 
duced in the assembly by the chairman of the 
Roads and Transportation Committee. 


The bill passed ny unanimous vote in both 
the assembly and senate and was supported at 
all times by the State Highway Department. High- 
lights of the bill’s important features are: 


‘Horseless Car- 
model, or 


(1) A car, to receive a 
riage” license plate must be a 1915 


older. 


(2) Owners must be residents of the state 
of Nevada for six months, or more. 


(3) The Horseless Carriage Club of Nevada 
is recognized as the official and ONLY club re- 
ceiving a special antique automobile license. An 
ex-officio deputy, to serve with the Motor Ve- 
hicle Division of the State of Nevada is recog- 
nized and is appointed by the Board of Directors 
of the HCC of Nevada. This official will issue 
all Horseless Carriage license plates.

EXCERPT FROM A LETTER FROM THE KANSAS CITY GROUP 


“This is to advise the HCCA that the State of 
Kansas can now be included among the_ states 
that have made special license and registration 
provisions for antique automobiles. The State 
Legislature has passed a bill which provides 
the following: 


1. Cars over 35 years old can be registered 
permanently upon payment of $5.00 fee. 


2. Distinctive license plates shall be provided 


pearing the words ‘Kansas ‘** and “Antique” but 
there will not be any year date on the plates. 
Instead of the usual numbering system the lic- 
ense plates shall have not more than four alph- 
abetical letters.

Notwithstanding any other provisions of 
this act, any motor vehicle, more than thirty 
years old, and owned and operated primarily as 
a collector’s item shall, upon application and 
acceptance in the manner and at the time pre- 
scribed by the department, be issued a special 
commemorative license plate in lieu of the reg- 
ular license plates. Any vehicle to be so Llic- 
ensed must be in good running order.In addition 


to paying all other initial fees required by 
law, each applicant shall pay a fee of twenty- 
five dollars, which fee whall entitle him one 


permanent license plate, valid for the life of 


the vehicle. 
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The registration numbers and special lic- 
ense plates assigned to such motor vehicles 
shall run in a separate numerical series, conm- 
mencing with “Horseless Carriage Number 1.” The 
plates shall be of a distinguishing color. 

In the event of defacement, loss or de- 
struction of such special plate, the owner shall 
apply for a replacement plate in the same man- 
ner as prescribed by law for the replacement of 
regular plates.

HOOD HINGES 

Persons rebuilding a damaged hood may 
profit by a suggestion advanced by Burr Prentice 
II of Downey, California, who says’ that brass 
hinge rods may readily be replaced by a length 
of brass tubing if a steel rod of the correct 
size is inserted in the tubing. This makes a 
stronger and more serviceable hinge than a sol- 
id brass rod, and the materials used are _ fre- 
quently easier to locate. 


MOUNTING HCC EMBLEMS 
The small copper rods attached to rubber 


toilet tank balls can be easily reworked to 
make admirable bolts for attaching the HCC en- 
ameled emblem to radiators. Cut the unthreaded 
end off to the approximate length needed, and 
then clamp the rod upright in a vise and hammer 
a head on the end of the rod. These rods cost 
only a few cents at hardware stores, etc. 


ADJUSTING ROD BEARINGS 

Mr. Clarence Felker of Arcadia, California 
says that one should not file a connecting rod 
cap to secure the necessary bearing adjustment. 
Rather, he suggests that a sheet of emery paper 
be placed flat on a pane of glass, and the cap 
moved back and forth across the abrasive. Mr. 
Felker reports great personal success with this 
method. 


PAINT FOR OLD CARS 

Mercer-owner Harry Johnson’ suggests that 
in selecting paint for an antique car it is im- 
portant to choose a PURE color, rather than one 
of the numerous off-shades. The latter, in ad- 
dition to not being contemporary with the car 
itself, do not adequately accentuate the lines 
of a veteran vehicle. 


RADIATOR SCRIPT 

Radiator script emblems may easily be cut 
from a sheet of brass with the aid of the new 
“spiral” hack saw blades, according to Mr. Truman 
Welch of Los Angeles. These fast-cutting blades 
are available at many hardware stores, as well 
as Sears-Roebuck outlets.

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Book Reviews 


ECENTLY THERE APPEARED ON THE AMERICAN 
LITERARY (?) SCENE ANOTHER IN THE’ EVER-GROWING 
LIST OF BOOKS ON ANTIQUE AUTOMOBILES. THIS ONE, 
BROUGHT FORTH BY THE LONG-ESTABLISHED POPULAR 
MECHANICS PRESS, IS TITLED “HOW TO RESTORE AN- 
TIQUE AND CLASSIC CARS. ” 


The book does contain a wealth of poorly- 
reproduced illustrations of cars, in both the 
‘hefore’ and the “after” attitude. How a pub- 
lishing house of the experience and long-stand- 
ing of the Popular Mechanics Press could produce 
such a poor example of the pressman’s art is 
Quite mysterious. The format of the book is 
rather attractive, and the general appearance 
that of a professional publication. However, 
their star cameraman must have been away on a 
three weeks’ “tour,” and their lithographer must 
have been looking the other way. The illustra- 
tions are a sorry example of the offset print- 
ing art. 


The book contains many articles by men- 
bers of the Horseless Carriage Club, and pic- 
tures from many more. The articles by the mem- 
bers are well presented, and, as stated before, 
the pictures would be of interest to anyone re- 
storing an antique, or even a classic; however, 
the hints on how to restore an antique run the 
gamut from the absurd to the ludicrous. The best 
that can be said about them is that they must 
have been written by a juvenile. An excerpt, 
without any changes whatsoever, follows: 


‘Removing a fender dent: The fender’ should be 
removed from the irons and laid on a piece of 
cloth which is spread on the floor to protect 
the finish from scratching. One of the _ rear 
wheels of the car, with the tire fully inflated, 
is then run back and forth on the concave side 
about six or seven times. In this manner, the 
dent should be removed without any damage being 
done to the enamel on the fender. Small dents 
may be removed by laying a piece of wood on the 
surface to receive the blows from a hammer.’”’ 


There are many such examples of “restor- 
ing tips” sprinkled throughout the book. They 
provide many a chuckle. However, one must sift 


the wheat from the chaff to find the bona fide 
restoration advice. With so many 75¢, $1.50 and 
other reasonable publications both in newsstands 
and bookstores, it is strange that there should 
be any market for this book. 


Popular Mechanics Press is one of the 


nation’s largest distributors of monthly ‘‘one- 
shot’? and specialized publications, most of them. 
a particularly broad distribution and sale. For 
some reason or other, though, they are attempt- 
ing to hide this particular book, “How to Re- 
store Antique and Classic Cars’’--- probably be- 
cause they are ashamed of it. Six prominent book 
stores in the Los Angeles metropolitan area 
were visited in an attempt to purchase the book; 
none of them had even heard of it. The Popular 
Mechanics distributor and representative for. 
Southern California had never heard of the book. 
It took a special order to obtain a copy. 


If you are interested in ‘‘How to Restore 
Antique and Classic Cars,” either for’ the 
laughs, or to see your friend’s car,before, and 
after, the price is $2.95--- if you can find

Q. Can you illustrate a good timing layout in 
degrees for a 1912 Regal ‘‘20’. for speedwork us- 
ing the stock camshaft? The car carries a 2:1 
rear axle drive. R. J.B. 


A. Regal Motor Car Company literature suggests 
that the best results as regards speed will be 
obtained with the ‘'20” with the original valve 
timing. If you retain the stock camshaft you 
could only make a change in the timing by mesh- 
ing the driving gears differently, and this, if 
it affected the exhaust favorably, would most 
likely affect the inlet unfavorably. There are 
timing marks on the flywheel by which you can 
ascertain whether the valve tappets are proper- 
ly adjusted. The clearance allowance is’ from 
0.003 to 0.004 inch.

A. In a plating shop this is done by dipping to 
remove paint, grease and corrosion and then 
buffing on a polishing wheel. Dipping is done 
in two stages, first the article is placed in a 
tank containing a very strong, hot Oakite sol- 
ution to remove paint, grease and dirt.
